ANDEMQN REPLY to False Statement #4: 

The statement above tries to make the case that the sum of $2,444,557 that was 
transferred from the primary bank accounts to the G E U C  bank account was anived 
at by the Clinton Primary Committee's "analysis" of the contributions in question. 
That is a completely false statement. 

By pmviding this explanation of the amount transferred, Utrecht is obviously 
trying to obscure the relationship between the redesignation statements and the 
amounts tmnsferaed. She did this very effectively by stating the CPC 
performed an analysis, thus giving the ;ippearance of not transferring any money 
that should not have been transferred! 

But many documents exist that show a precise correlation between the 
redesignation statements and the transfers made by the CPC. It is, however, 
obvious that the FEC auditors did not get a chance to review these documents; 
there is  no mention of them in the audit repon; the EEC auditon, having 
recommended the Pepayment, would probably have med the pmise cornlation 
betwe.cn the redesignation statements and the transfers had they been aware one 
existed. 

The documents presented in Tabs 6, 7 ,  and Tab 14 provide proof that the batches 
existed and that the Clinton primary Committee made transfers to GELAC based on 
the totals of the batches of redesignation statements nther than its "analysis. "

Background - False Statement #4: 

The CPC obtained the redesignation statements for the purpose of mnsfening 
primary contributions to the GELAC (Compliance fund). As the designation 
statements came in. Allen Wegehofi (Little Rock accounting department) probably 
separated the statemenes into two categories based on the deposit date shown on 
the face of the redesignation form. The deposit date determined the account 
from which the redesignated contribution would need to be transferred. The 
Primary Committee's contributions received betareen Clinton's nomination through 
August 20 had been deposited into the Primary Committee's general opelatiag 
account (GOA); redesignations for contributions deposited in that period would 
therefore need to be transferred from the GOA account.

The contributions received after August 20 had been deposited into the CPC's 
newly opened "suspense" account (Suspense) and redesignations fmm that period 
would therefore need to be transferred from the Suspeng bank account into the GELAC. 

Tab 07, Doc 7003/A is a recap of the batches of redesignations and the amount 
of the contributions in each batch as mansferred from either the GOA or the 
Suspense accounts. This recap was produced when Ipoc performed its 
"reconciliation" (Tab 14) of the contributions t ransfed  against the original 
primary contribution record on POC's computer. From Doc 7003/A it can be Seen 
that the first transfer based on redesignations was made from the Suspense 
account and occurred on September 30, 1992. It involved the batch of 
redesignations shown in Tab 6, in the amount of $29,691.51. 

The data for subsequent batches of redesignation statements were computerized 
by Alien Wegehoft in Little Rock. Rather than sending R X  copies of the 
batched statements, Wegehoft sent only the computerized report of the 
contributions transferred. Copies of the first and last pages of those reports 
are shown in Tab 14. 

Using the first transfer of $27,691.51 as an example, the GELAC's treatment of 
the redesignation statements and the reporting of the money can be traced 
through the system: 

527,691.51 is the figure on the debit and deposit slips made out in Little 
Rock for the batch of designation statements shown in Tab 6fDOc 6002. 
An adding machine tape run on the batch of designation statements in 
Tab 6 totals $27,69131. 
527.691.51 is shown as a debit on the suspense account bank statement 
dated 9/30/92 (Tab 7, Doc 7007/E). 
S27.691 .SI is shown as a Line 18 transfer iplto GELAC from other authorized 
committees on the GELAC's compliance report for September 1992 (Tab 7, Doc 
701 3/L). 
Doc 70!4/M refers to the Lie 18 item on the September 1993, compliance aport 
as "designated contributions." 
The figure appean again in PBC's map of the reconciliation (Tab 7, Doc 7003lA).

A compiete set Of the ~ n c i i i a t i o n  data (3, 3-nhg binders full of 
data) was Sent to Lyn Utmecht in tbe spring of 1993. The Andmom d.? have 
a complete set. 

The Andemns do not have copies of alI the bank st;ttements showing every 
single aransfer but if necessary, the primary GOA and S~sgease statenrats not 
shown in Tab 7 ciin be obtained from Worthen National Bank in Little Rock. 
mewise the GELAC bank Statements. me @and total of tbe 15 mounts 
msferred from GOA and Suspense is $2,444,557. 

Utrecht's False Statement #I covered up the Primary Committee's rcsponsibfity 
for obtaining the redesignation statements and her False Statement #4 "accounts" 
for the 32,444,557. Thus the CPC obliterated its conndon to actions and 
documents which proved it should repay the FEC tbe full $3.6 &on in overpaid 
matching funds.

The Clinton Primary Committee defended the actions of a l l  its veudors EXCEPT 
those of the Andersons and their fm, Public Office Corpo~tion W). 
The documents in this section show ehat False Statements 5 ,  6, and 7, 
discussed below, must have been made to make the Aadersons and their firm 
look just as bad as possible, fully capable of seeking and obtaining 38,000 
signed documents without the knowbge of the CPC, the Andersons’ client.

ANDERSON REPLY to F&e Statement #5: 

Not true. Neither Pat Anderson nor anyone else at POC received balancing 
figures, or anything similar to balancing figures, for the CPC’s compliance 
reports during all of 1992. Utrecht, tnough h U y  aware of the substantial 
amount of documentation maintained by Pat Anderson, never asked Pat Aplderson 
about this matter. Thus the FEC Audit staff was never aware that complete 
working papers existed that related to the compliance filings. 

Utrexht never produced any documents or proof of her fake statement #5; 
thus the auditors stated in the Final Audit Report (Tab 28, Doc 2801 1): 

“Although the Audit staff had requested all workpapers and bank reconciliations 
during the pre-audit inventory and during fieldwork, none was provided which 
related to the original reports filed with the Commission.” 

Had the FEC k e n  made aware of the record’s in Pat Anderson’s posession, they 
probably would have cleared up the entire matter with no distress for anyone. 

During the entire audit process, the Andersons were suictly forbidden by 
Utrecht to talk to anyone at the FEC about anything unless she (Utrecht) was 
present and listening on a Speaker phone. Likewise, the Fw: staff was nquired 
to direct a l l  audit inquiries, including anything that might concern or af€ect 
the Andersons’ realm of responsibility, through Utrecht. 

The FEC concluded that the misstatements were materially cleared up by the 
complete set of amendments filed in July 1993. The FEC was ivcomnendiog no 
action regding the misstatements; the misstatements were a non-issue. Even 
so. Utrecht made negative, defamatory comments such as “failing to reconcile 
her records” without ever asking the most obvious person, Par Anderson, to 
produce the woricpapers that would mollify the FEC’s concerns.

ANDERSON REPLY to False Information #Q: 

Not true. False Information #6 statements is based on verbal information the 
Clinton Primary Committee (CPC) must have given the FEC auditors during the 
audit that were false and misleading. 

Obviously anything maintained by POC, the Clinton Primary Committee's vendor, 
is considered "maintained" by the Clinton Primary Committee. In a letter to 
the Andersons on February 16, 1995, Utrecht referred to the CPC;s ownership and 
right to the documents for which the CPC had been paying storage rental on 
since before the audit ended. 

The Andersons' inventory of the documents in storage shows that 16 3-ring 
binders contained "primary compliance" material, the very information sought 
by the FEC auditors. flab 24, Doc 24060) 

Utrecht and Yates must have known Pat Anderson maimined a complete set of 
balancing workpapen for each compliance report POC had prepared and submitted 
to the FEC; Pat Anderson also maintained a copy of a l l  related documents that 
went into preparing the compliance reports. 

Documents 8062&63/NN and 8064/00 show that the Clinton Primary Committee began paying 
for stolage on POC's stored records in August 1993. Yet, Utrecht claims 
to the FEC auditors that the records did not exist. Thus, the FEC auditors 
were not allowed access to records that did exist and that the CPC is required 
by election law to maintain.

POC performed h duties nearly perfectly and never bad any problems 
with the CPC during June, July and August 1992, or at any other time. 

Pat Anderson was openly and warmly praised for her good work, and that of the 
staff of Public Office Corporation, by then Clinton Primary Cornminee general 
counsel, Christine Vamey, on September 24, 1992, at the offices of Mow and 
-son in Washington, D.C. That meeting marked the beginniog of the CPC’s 
serious prepaxation for the primary audit. Utpecht, Yates, Ardman, and &iiy 
were also present at that meeting and agreed with Vmey’s  nice comment 
about gOC. 

Pat Anderson was not made aware of any negative findings by the FEC and had no 
hint at any h e  that the auditors had m y  questions about her area of 
responsibility. Utrecht’s comments about Pat Anderson and Poc were so negative 
that on Doc 28012, of the FEC fd audit report (Tab 28). the FEC 
audit staff responded: 

“Irrespective of such vendor problem, the Committee itself, and & 
treasurer, have the respnsibity of compiying with 2 U.S.C. 434(b)(3)(A) 
and 11 CFR 104.3(a)(4).“ 

The Anderson Repon, Tabs 8, 10, and 1 I ,  contain information and 
documents that confirm the Andemns performed expertly for the Clinton 
Primary Committee.

Utrecht's False Statements #5, #6, and #7 were concocted solely to portpay the 
Andersons and their company as ~ g N y  unethical, incompetent, and gnxdy and 
thus, give plausibity that the Andersons inexpertiy obtained the 
designation statements for financial gain, without the Clinton Primary 
Committee's knowledge. 

Why else would Utrecht make gratuitous, false, and defamatory comments about 
the non-issues involving the Andemns' area of responsibility and at the 
same time, vigorously defend other vendors on serious issues involving 
FEC repayment penalties?

The Andersons and POC perfomed their 1992 Clinton campaign responsibilities 
expertly and nearly perfectly. 

The following discussion refers to documents in Tab 08 that highlight 
and typify some of the events and challenges the Andetsons went through to 
achieve and maintain the highest level of quality services and leadership for 
the Clinton campaign that was second to none -- the best. 

- In early Fall 1991, Pat Anderson called Little Rock telephone information as 
the first step in making contact with Governor Clinton's campaign committee and 
introduce them to the services of POC; at first, the CPC wanted to do it 
themselves. [Doc 801 1/A] 

- Several weeks later, after the CPC fded its first quarterly 
FEC report and faced with qualifying Clinton for matching funds, KK was 
called for support. POC immediately went to work on Chiton's threshold 
submission. fDoc 8012-15/B] 

- POC worked very hard, hand in hand with the staff in Little Rock, on the threshold 
submission and submitted it on November 15, 1991. 

Not only did the FEC quiilify Clinton but the submission was of such quality 
that the FEC was able to process it moce quickly than nomnal and Clinton's 
qualification was announced at the Same time as several other candidates, 
including George Bush, whose campaigns had submitted their respective 
reports much earlier to the FEC. 

- The Little Rock s t a f f  was very grateful for POC's effon and sent a bouquet 
of flowers to POC's office along with the note shown in Doc 8OilWE. The 
Little Rock staff were very happy PQC was "on board." 

- And, thus began a very intensive 12 months that the Andersons and their 
staff at POC spent working for Governor Clinton's 1992 primary campaign. 

- Very early on, POC geared up with new employees and wrote specific p r o ~ e d ~ ~ s  
to be followed for tasks, espsciaUy where lpoC had an opportunity eo project a 
super professional image of Clinton's campaign organim.iosl.

- As volume increased, Poc added full-time staff and reinforced its established 
network of part-time personnel with additional people; POC scheduled p~lsonnel 
and allocated workstations, a job unto itself, in order to get the necessary 
work accomplished. [8024/J and 8025/#] 

- Doc 8027/L is an example of the one complex work flow that had to be orffanized 
and understood by everyone, that of contribution management for the 
maximization of matching funds. 

- Not included in the Report, but available on request, are "briefing 
and procedure" books prepared specifically for Clinton's campaign which 
were given to new staffers as part of their training. 

AU documents and campaie materials were kept kt 3-Mg biders; a list of 
documents turned over by POC to the CPC in April 1995, show that POC had 
amassed documents that f - e d  over 600 binders. 8028/Ml 

Many of these binders contained working papers and financial records, 
material that wasn't available accordiig to what the CPC had told the FEC. The 
CPC must have known POC had these working papers and documents and it stilll 
refused to reveal them to the FEC during the audit. 

- Doc 8029/N is a copy of the page (Doc 2801 1) of the final audit report 
on which the E C  auditor comment about the N O N - A V W I L I T Y  of documents appears. 

- POC did everything possible to make work go smoothly, quickly, and accurately 
by tracking its staff, its work, and campaign documents. 

- POC also created databases of such things as deposit slips, a move that 
became invaluable in keeping the contributor data balanced throughout 
the ebb and flow of bounced "NSF" checks, redeposited NSF checks, in-kind 
contributions, offsets to expenditures, etc. 

- Manual p r ~ ~ e d ~ r e s  and computer command procedures were created so that daily 
and monthly tasks were handled with continuity and efficiency. An example of 
a very important procedure, that of producing the contributor schedule for the 
FEC compliance report, is shown in Doc 8030/O. 

- POC didn't reaiize it at the beginning of the relationship, but it ended 
up that POC had the responsibility for tracking ALL data relating to the 
INCOME side of the campaign and ALL data relating to the DISBURS 
side of the campaign. 



. .  .. 

- The income side of the campaign was comprised of individual contributions 
(from the data on check copies and deposit slips), matching funds payments, 
"offsets" or refunds for any expenditures made, and, during c e d n  months, 
bank loans. 

- The disbursement side of the campaign was simply any checks written or bank 
wires sent. 

- POC set up a computer link between its office in Washington and the 
Headquarters office in Little Rock. Through this link, Keeley Ardmm, head of 
compliance for Clinton's wpaign ,  worked very h a d  and did an excellent job of 
entering the data relating the check data directly onto the POC computer. 

- The check data was entirely under Adman's control and entirely her 
responsibility. POC set up the database, established procedures, made 
adjustment as necessary, and periodically helped her check the consistentcy of 
the data, mainly by helping her find illogical data combinations that could be 
detected by objective computer searches. 

- Ardman could also pMt m r t s  from the POC computer dght in her ofice in 
Little Rock; the arrangement worked very well and Adman was diligent in 
her responsibilities. 

- PQC regularly received copies of bank statements and debit memos; there were 
many times that certain deposits and debit memos couldn't be identified by the 
accounting department; some items weren't identified until a year later during 
the process of preparing for the amendments' filing. 

- POC did NOT track, however, the information relating to CPC debts yet to be 
paid and other financial obligations of the CPC. Only the accounting 
department in Little Rock. who had access to the debts and obligations source 
infomation, Le., invoices and memoranda indicating debts and obligations, had 
source data sufficient to enable one to track such information. 

- Nevertheless, the CPC falsely blamed POC for being the sole preparer of the 
debts and obligations schedules submitted to the FlEC from inception through 
March 1993; the CPC suggested that the data submitted by POC was so incorrect, 
the CPC was forced to recreate the data and file the c o m t  data in 
amendments. Doc 80311P is a copy of the page from the audit where this false 
statement was made (False Statement #8). 

- Because the statement is totally false and definitely rnisladimg to the FEC, 
the debts and obligations issue is discussed separately in Tab 9. 

- POC's software is powerful and flexible; during the campaign, very 
little custom programming was necessary to meet the demands of the campaign

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- During the course of the year, POC sent out about 15,000 letters 
to contributors under the auspices of Public office to obtain information 
from contributors and request &at they sign affidavits about contributions, 
that, if pmperly completed, could be submitted to the FEC for matching 
funds. POC wrote these letters, designed the affidavits, and inserted a 
stamped envelope pre-addressed to POC. An example of 2n affkhvit "package" 
are Documents 8034/R, 80JS/S, and 8036/T. 

- The cover letter varied in text, depending on the issue. The M e r  labeled 
Doc 8034/R so favorably impressed the recipient that he returned it with the 
comment: "Nice well written letter - I'm impressed." 

- POC had a financial INCENTIVE TO MAXIMIZE MATCHING FUNDS 
designed to reward POC for !he extra work necessary to identify and produce 
the affidavit packages similar to Doc R, S, and T, which required a 
lot of zime consuming handling to geneiate and mail; affidavits also 
required very careful scrutiny before they could be submitted to the FEC; 
an incorrect affidavit translates into a costly penalty for any campaign. 

- POC manag4 the aJEdavits superbly as discussed in Tab 11; the FEC 
detected not a single e m r  among any of the 9,197 affidavits that POC 
submitted which done were matched for $1.477 million. 

- POC's financial incentive applied to affidavits submitted & contributions 
submitted for matching funds; the incentive DID NOT APPLY to redesignation 
statements for the GELAC, as Utrecht led the FEC to believe. 

- Many of POC's working papers have little check marks going down one 
or two of the data columns that have been meticulously made by someone checking 
and double checking the computer data against hard copy source documents. 
Document 8037/U is an example of this POC trademark; the listing is a 
pre-submission proof listing of affidavits which had to be double-checked 
before being sent to the FEC. 

- In addition to processing the contribution data, POC was responsible for 
printing a thank-you letter for each contribution; the letters dong with 
the corresponding envelopes were carefully packed in boxes and shipped 
to Little Rock, where they were stamped and mailed. 

- POC developed an elaborate system of "thank you" capability for 
the Clinton campaign. POC had the computer capability to intelligently 
decide which text to select for a particular contribution depending on 
the sum of the "total" contributed, rather than just the most m n t  
contribution; many people made multiple contributions and if a person's 
4th $250 contribution m e  in, POC's system picked a text that reflected 
a total of $1800 being contributed, etc., etc.

- The thank-you text selected also depended on whether they were from 
Arkansas or "OS" (out-of-state); the amount of the spouse's contribution, 
if any, also figured into the thank-you text selection. 

- The Andersons didn't let the thank-you letter text inadvertently become 
stale; Bill Anderson volunteeted on many o@casions to ease that situation 
by updating the text himself and requesting ajq)mvid of the text; an 
example is given in Doc 8038&39/V. 

- Doc 804o/W is another example of procedures specific to the Clinton 
campaign, for generating their thank-you letters. 

- Doc 8041/X is a copy of a page from the manual log kept by Pat 
Andenon, in which she recorded the number of thank-you's in each category 
that had been printed and shipped to Little Rock. 8042 is example of text. 

- Doc 8042/Y is a copy of the statement that Bill Anderson prepared as part of 
the effort to help the campaign obtain a bank loan based on hture matching 
funds receipts; POC ended up signing a contract with the bank, having been 
asked to commit to stay with the project until sufficient matching h d s  
wefe obtained to repay the loans. 

- It is no doubt that the quality of the rmC matching funds submissions that 
had occured by the time the bank loan was applied for [Tab 24.h 24Q2o/r1 
was of invaluable help to the CPC in obtaining an " m s  length" a p m e n t  
at Worthen Bank in Little Rock. 

- Before each draw on the loan, POC had to express mail to Wonhen a report on 
the current dollar value of matchable contributions "on the books;" a statement 
from the Andemns attesting to the accuracy of the report was also q u W .  

- POC is an innovative company and desired to track the financial data as 
best as possible. Reporting to the FEC nequixes a little more than ordinary 
bookkeeping as POC's Republican counterpart states in Doc 8044-46/2. 

- One example of PQC's leadership was the creation of a computerjzed Campaign 
financial spreadsheet, especially for presideneial primaries. It began as a 
crude manual guide set-up by one of POC's staff to track compliance data for 
February 1992 
CDOc 8048/BB] and POC invoduced it to the LR staff in November 1992 [Doc 8049/CC]. 

- The spreadsheet was in full use throughout the clean-up and re-group period that 
preceded the filing of the FEC amendments in July 1993. $OS;O/DD and 8051/EE] 

- The POC spreadsheets were relied upon by both POC and the Little Rock accounting 
department; there are copies of notes from staff in Little Rock questing 
"another spreadsheet" in Tab 10, Doc 10048/2, the section discussing the activities of

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- Another of m ' s  p i a J  developments which m e  to be relied upon by the 
CPC was its "AM States" program. "AU States," as it b x m e  
known, was developed in M m h  1992, to automatidy figure the allocations for 
exempt expenditures an$ at the same time generate the dollar allocations that 
the FEC required to be presented state by state. Doc 8052/FF is a copy of the last 
page of the output in March 1992 where the program was deckid as delivering 
the coma a m w e s  as manually calculred. 

- PBC's "AU States" report, the "&xed" final page of which is shown in Dac 8053/GG 
and 8054/HH, tecaine an essential management tool for uaderstanding exactly 
where the campaign stood vis-a-vis categoki of expenditures and the mee 
spending limits; the program was designed so that different "scenario" 
projections for fundraising expenditures could dm be calculated. 

- The notation on Doc 8054/wM about "Delivered May 10, 1993" was a notation 
made by Pat Anderson referring to a delivery of that repopt to Lyn 

- One of m ' s  main data managemenE capabWes was the ability to select 
data and display data in arrangements that made it easy to verify and otherwise 
determine its correctness. 

- In addition to keeping up well with dl of Clinton's data, POC also kept up 
well with its own billing data; Document 8060/LL demonstrates that POC didn't intend 
to keep anything that wasn't theirs.

Bush's re-election campaign, keeping meticulous tabs on the tidal 
surge of dollars flowing in and out by the millions.

computer specialists. Millions of dollars pour in; millions go out, 
check by check, far expenses large and small, from $106.63 to Jack's 
Famous Deli to feed hungry staff to $25,403 to Kabco Productions for 
printing. 

"Structurally, it is very important to a campaign," says Stan 
Huckaby, treasurer for Bush-Quaple. "You can't expect people in 
various parts of the campaign to be accountants. It can be a real 
headache." 

But the importance of the work done by Huckaby's helpers - a 
well-scrubbed group of mostly recent college graduates - doesn't 
necessarily buy Huckaby instant prestige. Eyes tend to glaze over 
when he tells strangers what he does. 

"My wife and I still laugh about it. After 13 years she still has 
a difficult time explaining what I do," he said. 

While the title of campaign accountant doesn't carry the same 
cachet as more visible campaign postsI the work is essential. A 
cynical public and a wary election commission require books be kept 
in balance even in the frenzy of a constantly changing campaign. 
Democrat sill Clinton's campaign, for example, took in $4.7 million 
in June and spent $4.2 million - and every penny of it must be 
accounted for. Indeed, the campaign faithfully reported, item by 
item, that it had spent exactly $4,149,796.73 in June. 

The need for detailed accounting has spawned a number of private 
firms that specialize in helping campaigns negotiate the mine fields 
of campaign laws. 

'It's a huge amount of management where experience clearly 
counts," said Pat Anderson, president of Public Office Corp., a 
Washington-based firm helping the Clinton campaign and several Senate 
candidates comply with FEC regulations. 

All presidential campaigns have accounting departments, but none 
are as large or professional as the Bush-Quayle operation. The 
Clinton campaign has 15 people assigned to track the money. 

Huckaby is a leader in the field. lie ran finances for Bush-Quayle 
in 1988 and heads an Alexandria, Va., firm handling the hooks for 20 
different House and Senate races this season.

Forty-nine people work to keep it all straight for the Bush-Quayle 
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Eleven years ago Huckaby was a CPA in Columbia, Tenn.. when t-.> 
congressional candidates asked for help complying with new federa- 
election laws. 

Huckaby took the job, discovering quickly it wasn't another 
accounting assignment. 

"st was a disaster," he recalled. aThtre was 'no organized 
methodical way that the law was put together. It was very 
complicated." 

He eventually sorted it out, developing systems and computer 
programs to ease the way through paperwork and regu1ations:He has 
been in Washington ever since. 

"Originally my interest in it was mostly accountingr but it 
quickly became more politics," Huckaby said. 

Not all campaign financial officers come from the accountants 
ranks. David watkinsp director of operations for the Clinton 
campaign, had an advertising company before he was tapped to watch 
the campaign's checkbook. 

"Given my druthers I'd probably not do this again," he said. "The 
job can be crazy." 

Crazy, in part, because of the pace that money is received and 
spent. At the time of Paul Tsongas' New Hampshire victory, mail bags 
of contributions had to be stacked in corners to await processing; 
the Clinton campaign spent $4.5 million in the two weeks before Super 
Tuesday. 

The task is enormous: Bush spent $26 million during the primary 
campaign and Clinton $28 million. 

"It was pretty difficult to keep track of it all," Watkins said. 
But track i t  the camgaigns must. The Fedesal Election Commission 

requires meticulous documentation of where the money comes from and 
goes to. 

The campaigns follow the rules, motivated by the carrot of federal 
matching funds and the stick of fines and possible prosecutions. 

"It's actually two jobs, the normal bookkeeping you would do f o r  a 
company plus all the requirements for reporting that are not 
generated by normal bookkeeping," Ruckaby said. 

Consider the work required for each check donated to a campaign. 
To qualify for federal matching funds, each donation must be 

checked against a list with tens of thousands of names to rake sue@ 
the donor hasn't exceeded the $1,000 limit. The check is assigned a 
code number and photocopied twice. Documentation is included about 
the donor's address, profession and employer. 

paperwork is loaded into boxes once a month and trucked over to the 
FEC office. There, inspectors take random simples, looking for 
errors. 

A donation can be rejected for matching funds if it is not 
legible, if it is on a corporate check, if  it is out of alphabetical 
OK numerical sequence. 

"Fifty or 60 things can bc done wrong," luekaby said. 
Mistakes are costly. If the FEC finds 10 out of 100 checks it 

examines are in error, the campaign will be denied 10 percent of its 
matching funds request. With requests in the millions, each 
percentage point earries significant pain. 

All this, says Huckaby. is checked at least three times befofe the 
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Huckaby sa id  t h e  Bush campaign hovers around a 1 pe rcen t  e r r o r  
r a t e .  Anderson claimed a s l i g h t l y  b e t t e r  performance f o r  t h e  C l i n t o n  
campaign. The sma l l e r ,  more ha r r i ed  Tsongas campaign had error  rates 
of 4 p e r c e n t  t o  5 percent .  

Tracking expenses i s  an  even t r i c k i e r  job .  
There a r e  FEC r u l e s  on how t o  present  t h e  voiuminous l i s ts  of 

accounts ;  t h e r e  are  FEC r e g u l a t i o n s  about p rope r  expense item's ( n o  
parking t i c k e t s ,  no Chivas Regal on room s e r v i c e  t abs ) .  And t h o s e  
expenses run t h e  gamut: from o f f i c e  s u p p l i e s  t o  c o n s u l t i n g  f p e s  t o  
p a y r o l l .  

J u s t  keeping t r ack  of b i l l s  p i led  up by s c o r e s  of campaign 
o p e r a t i v e s  spending a t  a h e c t i c  pace can be daun t ing .  

Huckaby's c o r p o r a t e - s t y l e  opera t ion  i n c l u d e s  depu ty  d i r e c t o r s ,  
a s s i s t a n t  deputy  d i r e c t o r s  and reg iona l  desks  t h a t  keep a c l o s e  eye 
on spending f o r  o t h e r  p a r t s  of the  campaign. 

"Rather  t h a n  t r y  to f o r c e  people t o  be a c c o u n t a n t s  and watch t h e i r  
budget, w e  s i t  down w i t h  them every two o r  t h r e e  days  and go ove r  
t h i n g s  wi th  them,' he s a i d .  

The C l i n t o n  campaign u s e s  a s imi l a r  system, but u l t i m a t e l y  i t  is  
Watkins who g i v e s  the  f i n a l  approval.

In the early months of 1W2, per the agreement (Tab 9, Doc 9003/B), POC assisted the 
CPC in formatting its D&Q data in a form acceptable to the EEC, but for each 
report, the Littie Rock Accounting office prepared the data. 

&ginning in April of 1992, the Little Rock saccounting department had learned 
how to format its debts and obligations dara in a form acceptable to the FEX 
without the assisdance of POC. Thereafter, the Little Rock accounting 
department prepared its own B&O schedules. A copy of the D&0 schedule was 
either forwarded to 
Little Rock accounting office, aftet supplying PBG with the bommline figures, 
mailed the debts and obligations schedule d k t l y  to the FEE.

Thank you for coming to Little Rock to meet with us and for 
your proposal to assist the Campaign during the general election. 

After careful consideration, the Campaign has decided to bring 
all accounting and FEC reporting for the general election in house. 

We appreciate POc's assistance in the campaign to date and 
desire that Poc remain a part of our campaign. 

First, as discussed in Task A of your proposal, the primary 
committee continues to be a priority as we retire the debt, and 
continue to submit matching funds.

Doc 11001 is page from Lyn Uwht’s Response to the FEC’s Interim Audit Report showing how 
she gave the FEC the impression that it was because of slow processing of contributions that 
the CBC did not receive as much in matching funds as it should have. 

Doc 11002-4/A shows POC got off on the right foot by expertly handling Clinton’s initial 
qualifying matching funds “threshold” report. Doc 11005pB, 11006/C, and 1110071D 
show that POC was organized, kept track of all incoming deposits and assigned unique 
identifying numbers to each check, as required by the FEC. 

Doc 11007/E is the matching funds schedule set forth by the FEC. Submissions we= made on 
the fmt of the month, the FEE paid at the end of the month or fmt fews day of following 
month. The FEE regulations focus on WHEN payments are made and NOT on when the request for 
matching funds was made. For example, at the time the C X ’ s  June amtxi%utions were 
submitted for matching on July 1, 1992, when Clinton was in his period of eligibility. 
However, the Treasury’s payment to the CPC for the Juiy 1 submission was not made until 
August 4. By then, Clinton had entered his period of INeligibility by virture of be@ 
nominated on July 15, 1992. During the ineligible period, the Clinton Committee was NOT 
entitled to matching funds payments unless it had net outstanding campaign obligations. 

Doc 11009-1 1IF are contemporaneous news articles that show Clinton always had good showings 
at the FEC with money management but Tsongas, whose campaign had been established for many 
months, could not handle volume as well as POC. 

Doc 11012/G and 11013/H give information about Poc’s  processing of contributions in May 
1992, the last month for which matching funds were paid during Clinton’s period of 
eligibility. Those mports show that POC processed every single contribution deposited in 
the month of May (including the very last day) and submitted them in a report which received 
a perfect gmde from the E. Doc 1101411 shows that PQC attained a perfect record for its 
submissions in June and July also, two of the months in which Utrecht s t a t 4  the CBC was 
haviqg difficulty with W C .  

The series of Doc 11015/J through 11041 are examples of BoC’s affidavit processes. Where a 
contribution could not be readily matched, POC expertly and very efficiently obtained signed 
affidavits from the contributor that allowed the contribution to be matchable. Doc 11042fX 
is a chart summarizing the matching funds submissions as prepared by POC for the Clinton 
Committee; note the dollar value that was matched based on affidavits alone; it is Pat 
Anderson’s recollection that the FEC never detected a submission error or a document out of 
order for any of the 9,197 affidavits (aka additional documentation) that were prepared and 
submitted by lpoc. Doc 11043-45 are sample pages from the last report prepared by POC of 
what just may be, the largest single matching funds report ever assembled in just one month. 

Speaking of errors, Poc’s overall e m r  rate was about A%, an exceptionally good record, 
perhaps the best of all the candidates in 1992; such a low error rate meant more public 
dollars for the campaign during his period of eligibility as the FEC 
MATCHABLE MONEY as a penalty based on the e m r  rate of the submissions.

0 It became clear during August of 1932, that the campaign was kceiving sufficient 
funds thaK it would be oecsssary to calculate a cut-off date after which no funher matching 
funds would be sought. However, the Committee, at the time it had to make &is calculation, 
did not have the advantage of hindsight. nor could it in any way anticipate the adjustments that 
the auditors would make to its accounts payable or postilection costs. many of which are 
vigorously disputed herein. Had the Comminee been able to foresee that &e auditors would 
consider &e funds vansferred to the Compliance Fund as primary contributions after h e  fact, 
it would have been necessary for &e Comminee to make up for these fonds by raisins more 
funds for the Compliance Fund than were raised. If the Commission were to require transfer 
of these funds IO the Primary Comminee now it would result in unfairness to the Comminee 
becaus: it may leave zn insufficient amount in &e Compliance Fund to pay continued general 
election winding down costs. 

o In mzking heir  calculations 2s to remaining entitlement. the auditors count private 
contributions as they are received, but count the matching funds &at correspond to those 
contributions not when rhey are submined for matching but when they are received. This 
leads to wo problems. First. it is impossible then. to calculate the date afrer which no funher 
matching funds are needed, because at rhe time a committee makes a matching fund 
submission, it cannot possibly predict how much in private cofiuibutions will be receiyed 
between the date of the submission and the date of receipt of the matching funds. It would 
thus be far more sensible and fair to the candidate to include matchins funds in the calculation 
as of the time of submission. 

Second, this method results in unfairness to a candidate who processes contributions 
more slowly. For example, if contributions received during one month are not processed fast 
enough IO be included the submission at the beginning of the follou%~g month, rhen there can 
be a two month delay in receiving rhe funds. This method is also likely to discriminate against 
candidates wi.irh a broader contributor base. Le., a greater number of smaller contributors. 
because each contribution no maner wheher it is $1 or 5250 takes the same amount of time to 
process. It would be far more consistent with the statutory entitlement scheme and would 
result in more equimble treatment of candidates for rhe ComrnisGon to consider the matching 
funds at the time of submission in making the entitlement calsu1ation." 

:'The Comminee believes &at &e Commission's approach in this regard is inconsistent with 
the Segal concept of "entitlement." A candidate who qualifies for matching finds is entitled to 
receix them in an amount equal to matchable contributions raised up 10 50% of the expenditure 
limitation. 26 U.S.C. 99034. The process would be far less costly and simpler IO adrninjstrr if 
the Commission, as envisioned by k c  sratutory language, were IO march qualifying conujbutions
